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Many saloon-keepers In this town who 
comply with the requirements of the law 
in the peyment of license fees will be 
pleased to learn that the Town Com¬ 
mittee are about to take vigorous 
measures against an ’Injustice fadt»r 
which they suffer. It is said there are 
saloon-keepers in this town who do 
business without license. Others have 
a Government license, which is limped 
in its terms, but the limitations are 4T% 
regarded. It is alleged that others have 
made regular applications for llceasee 
and their petitions have been granted 
by the court, but they have never peid 
the fee, and If allowed to contino# In 
this way all through the year will save 
the $150 license fee. That these un¬ 
licensed places are allowed to exist and 
carry on business Is a manifest Injustice 
to the men who pay the tec. Since the 
law has been changed giving all the 
license money to the township In which 
the saloon Is located, It Is the doty of 
the town’s officers to see that every 
seller of beer or liquoc pays his license 
fee. An Inspector of licensee wftl be 
appointed at the next meeting of the 
Tows Committee. The .Legal Com¬ 
mittee will name the man and fix the 
compensation, which It is believed will 
not be less than $100 per year.

Iff. Bayner'Introduced a very com¬ 
prehensive resolution at the Town 
Committee meeting on Monday, which 
requires tbs Town Counsel to furnish to 
the Committee a written opinion on all 
the main questions relating to the con¬ 
struction of a sewer system. Among 
the points mentioned in the resolution 
are the right of Montclair to carry 
sewers through this town, th«^ method 
of acquiring right of way, the levying 
pf assessments for actual and prospec¬ 
tive benefits, the issuing of sewer bonds, 
aad the rights of the town ,lo the union 
outlet sewer. 

This Information, with the promised 
reports from Engineers Bassett and 
Olmsted, will probably be the means of 
letting Ifche public know all that Is 
possible to be known about the sower 
until it la 1 ft actual operation.

With only a very slight alteration in one 
of the sections, which practically made 
a full provision for carrying out the 
plan, the entire report as recently print¬ 
ed In these columns was unanimously 
adopted. It had evidently been carefully 
considered beforehand, so that there 
was very little discussion, and those 
present appeared to be most heartily in 
favor of the entire movement. 

The Revs. H. W. Ballantlne, D. D., 
B. B. Collins, Egbert Clement, F. Good¬ 
win, and H. W. Seibert were present and 
heartily approved of the proposals pre¬ 
sented. Bev. G. A. Pauil was unfortun¬ 
ately absent at Atlantic City very ill, 
but as the main features of the plan 
originated with him, he is of course in 
favor of It. 

Several times during the evening 
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reference was made to the subject of 
temperance, and to the saloon question, 
and while the Bloomfield : Evangelical 
Union will not In any way bs esnstituted 
as a Citizens* League, the work which 
will be undertaken by it, will undoubt¬ 
edly do much to bring about a stronger 
temperance sentiment, and at the same 
time do much to make Sunday drinking 
less prevalent. 

The chief purpose of the Union, as 
expressed in the report which was 
adopted, very definitely points to the 
accomplishing of these very desirable 
ends. “The object of this Union shall 
be to reach the entire community with 
the Gospel, to promote the cause of 
temperance, and to secure the letter 
observance of the Lord's day.” 

On motion it was agreed to invite the 
churches to take action and appoint re¬ 
presentatives for the general committee 
of the Union. When this action has 
been taken by the ; churches a meeting 
of the Committee will be called and the 
Bloomfield Evangelical Union formally 
organized. 

P — IS— In (ha Berkeley School Case. 

The suit in chancery between the 
Trustees of School District No. 7 and 
Harr}’ L. Campbell and others, defend¬ 
ants. on bill of interpleader,was tried on 
Wednesday before Vice-Chancellor Van 
Fleet. The Court decreed that the com¬ 
plainant should pay the amount in its 
hands, $934.25, into court. The litigation 
was then carried on between Joseph W. 
Clifford,one of the answerfog defendants, 
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to whom Campbell bad given an order 
on the School Trustees for $2,000 ou the 
29th of January^ 1890; Wight mau 
Brothers, who served a jSoUce on the 
Trustees on January 30, $890, that 
Campbell was iodebted to them for $762 
for material furnished by them to Camp¬ 
bell and used in building the Berkeley 
School-house, and the workmen em¬ 
ployed by Campbell on the school build¬ 
ing, whose aggregate claims* amounted 
to over $600. These notices were ail 
served on the Trustees on the 31st day 
of January, 1890. The Court ordered 
that the complainant’s costs be first 
deducted from the $934,paid into 
court, and the balance be j^aid to the 
defendant, Clifford. Harry JL Richards 
appeared for the School Trustees, ex- 
Jedge Tuttle for Joseph W. Clifford, C. 
H. Halfpenny for tne Wlghtm&ns, and 
£. A. Bayner for the workmen.
